When, parish priest, began study the problem 
for the children school, found many learned booxs 
the subject Bible study, but none them were 
practical use for the work was undertaking. 
had class children high school age who had been 
confirmed, had studied some Bible history, had passed 
through different grades school work, and had come 
the point where seemed important begin the study 
the New Testament. The plan that came first was 
give the story the New Testament, the story the 
Gospels, their meaning. their authors, their purpose, the 
language which they were written, and then give the 
principal events Christ’s life narrated each evan- 
gelist. The first requisite was Testament for each child. 
Then slips leaflets were printed and given the child- 
ren, and these contained regular lessons ques- 
tions and answers the different subjects study. 
first questions only were asked, but the children did not 
know where look for the answers. found abso- 
lutely necessary put the answers the printed slips 
and require them memorized. Three questions were 
about much the child could answer and would more 
than supply the hour given the New Testament class 
because many explanations were needed, for the child- 
ren’s minds were absolutely blank New Testament 
geography, New Testament time and meanings. teach- 
ing special topics, for instance the Nativity, pictures 
were used and references noted which were read 
obtain the history the event pictured. This training 
familiarized the child with the that 
could readily turn references anywhere the New 
Testament.

EXPLAINING THE CATECHISM. 

How must the teacher explain the lesson? must, 
the first place, confine his remarks strictly the lesson, 
and what rises naturally out and necessary for 
the proper understanding it. Then, his explanations 
should adapted the age and capacity the children. 
With the smaller ones, should further than the 
literal meaning the text, adding the simplest elucidation 
doctrine. The circle may extended with those lit- 
tle more advanced years, embrace somewhat 
deeper explanation doctrine, and extend matters con- 
nected with the text which require explanation, order 
that may properly understood. With the senior 
classes, still greater depth and latitude are permitted. But 
case should the explanation extend what not 
all connected with the lesson. Nothing should treated 
that has reason believe already known the 
children; and, there doubt his mind, let him ask 
few questions and learn the extent their knowledge. 
treating the sixth and ninth Commandments, and 
kindred matters, his explanations should very brief, and 
his words carefully and putting questions still 
greater caution must used. Any imprudence his part 
might teach the children sins which they are happily 


ignorant, might excite curiosity that might prove 
fatal temptation for months come. Let him bear 
mind that if, general, better silent than 
speak imprudently, becomes here sacred duty. Ignor- 
ance preferable knowledge sin. 

addition the advice already given, the teacher 
should guided the following admonition the Abbe 
Dubois: “Be clear possible your explanations, 
and never pass over single word the catechism with- 
out endeavoring make perfectly understood. Forget, 
you can, that you yourself know the things ex- 
plained, and look for their meaning with your children, 
you yourself were ignorant them. Ask yourself 
often, you read the clearest part the catechism, 
whether limited intelligence might not still find some- 
thing obscure ambiguous. you not attend this, 
while you think you are instructing, you will not instruct 
all; least, your teaching will defective and incom- 
plete. Catechists are greatly mistaken thinking the 
children must understand, because they understand them- 
selves. Assure yourself, the best means your power, 
that your explanations are thoroughly caught all your 
children, and not pass other points, unless you are 
quite sure that there obscurity left their minds, 
any the points just explained. order ascertain 
that so, not content yourself with questioning those 
who are well instructed; but address yourself rather 
those whose intelligence but little Vary the 
language which you clothe your questions; the sense 
will the same, but, the words being you will 
see the sense thoroughly understood.”

Which easier, for- 
give another for having wronged you forgive your- 
self for having wronged another? What would cure 
for Which are likely you more harm, 
things that you say yourself, things that are said 
about you? hat the difference between reputation 
and character? When does patience cease virtue? 
What the pain which follows the violation con- 
science called? 

Have each the pupils collect number the 
great moral maxims and from these let the class select 
the most important ones.

view geography has not only brought about re- 
organization the materials the subject, but also 
has revolutionized the methods teaching it. Geog- 
raphy has ceased mere compendium descriptive 
facts. fast attaining the dignity science. The 
geography are longer static but dynamic. 
every step his progress the student subject 
looks backward for causes and forward toward results. 


This seeking for the genesis things ultimately leads 
back nature—back the physical causes. If, for 


y. 
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example, great fruit shipping center, such Grand 
Rapids, Mich., develops given point, seek 
know what conditions the physical world have made 
such center possible necessary. Our search then 
takes the adjacent fruit producing areas, and these 
areas turn are made possible favoring physical 
conditions such soil, rainfall, wind and air currents. 
Bearing mind the modern point view geography 
not understand why many our recent 
text-books give great prominence physical geography, 
and especially the causal relationship between phys- 
ical environment and the development social, in- 
dustrial and political institutions. 

The study geography from the genetic view-point 
entirely commendable and accord with scientific 
principles. one will question the efficiency the 
genetic developmental methods study for high 
schools and college students. There can scarcely any 
question, however, that are error when at- 
tempt carry these scientific methods into the lower 
grades the elementary schools. casual survey 
the courses study the leading cities this country 
will show that have gone the extreme our at- 
tempts have the little children rationalize. 

All studies child-life, well the results the 
intelligent observation children, indicate that child 
from seven ten years age chiefly observer 
and imitator. exploring his environment and 
identifying and naming things. -He animated in- 
terrogation point, sure. The instinct curiosity 
impels him inquire, and seek out, 
but nevertheless, the fact that seeks reasons and 
competent trace out complex causal relationships, 
make broad generalizations. powers in- 
ference are weak this age, and only the simple and 
more obvious relationships are understood him. 

Even child were interested deeply the genesis 
things, and had strong rationalizing powers, his con- 
clusions would necessity inadequate because his 
brief experience has not provided him with sufficient 
data for intelligent generalization. question and 
answer lessons, development lessons, teachers often 
deceive themselves the thought that the younger 
children are tracing out causal relations. many in- 
stances the teacher herself, thru the leading nature 
her questions, and the tone her voice, working 
out the relationships and putting the answers into the 
mouths the children. The reasoning such cases 
largely that the teachers themselves, the 
method procedure has least one thing commend 
it; puts the pupils inquiring attitude mind 
and leads them look for causes even before they 
have power understand them. 

Experience well expert investigations indicate 
that geography introduced the first, second and 
third grades, the course may profitably consist the 
observation and study some the more obvious 
phenomena the physical world, such clouds, rain, 
dew, snow, fog, winds and like. These 
phenomena should observed far may be, 
they occur nature.

SOME PRINCIPLES OBSERVE 

the last issue The Catholic School Journal brief 
outline was presented which should give connected 
series problems for the child’s thought and solution 
during the second year school. While any one 
dozen other lines thought would, perhaps, serve the 
purpose just well, yet there are certain conditions 
which must measure any one them seek 
successful basis upon which build our English ex- 
pression. Among these conditions are the following: 

must line thought that will appeal the 
the child’s experiences and lead him into or- 
ganization these experiences. 

really based upon child experience can 
find for large amount correlating thought 
material which can make part the work 
for the purpose enriching the experiences and 
give incentive better expression the child’s 
worked-out thought. Thus there will found 
every stage the work abundant material along 
the following lines: 

(a) Choice bits literature, full meaning for the 
child, that will give pleasure his work in- 
centive his expressions. 

(b) Some picture, chosen from the masters, interpreting 
the child interests. 

(c) Some simple song, full inspiration, action, love 

(d) Some opportunity with pencil, charcoal, scissors, 
paste, clay, sand-pan other medium for the 
child concrete his thought thru his handiwork. 

(e) Some dramatization the solved problem, and thus 
thru the dramatic expression the child secure 
vitalization thought. 

Some incentive for the child carry his thought 
over into the home, not only thru his conversa- 
tions, but thru his home activities. this oppor- 
tunity taken advantage the teacher will find 
opportunity, not only work out many little 
experiments along the line the year’s thought 
which will give them point and interest, but, 
better yet, the resourceful teacher will have uni- 
fied the home interest and thought with that 
the school. Whenever this can done the 
teacher has secured the co-operation the one 
factor which should insure successful year 
effort. 

All this means vital English work because, what- 
ever its form, every case the expression the 
solved problem, solved himself, and, because 
the expressions are his own, feels incentive 
make them his very best. has something say; 
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wishes say such way that will convey 
others the meaning puts into it. The thought 
true English work, therefore, always emphasize 
content. this end the child sees purpose his 
drills. The literature, the pictures, the songs, the dra- 
matizations, the hand expressions, all appear their 
natural setting. None them has purpose itself. 
Each contributes the general purpose the year’s 
unfolding problems and gives them greater content. 
The child will led appreciate them, therefore. 
literature and art should appreciated, because they 
give expression his own thought and emotions, but 
language, dress you please, which recognizes 
far beyond his own language ability. 


LITERATURE 

Thus have two tests which must constantly 
apply the selection our literature: 

First, matter what may for others, not 
our own thoughts and emotions—our own experiences. 
say not understand Browning. may 
that not find Browning interpretation 
our own experiences. 

Again, selection not literature even tho 
expresses something our own thoughts and emotions, 
unless recognize the form the expression the 
work artist not much the thought itself, 
perhaps, that impresses us, “the way the though: 
This “putting the thought” seems give 
vitality which makes almost new us, and 
find ourselves unconsciously absorbed the pure en- 
joyment its artistic expression. Thus, supposing the 
first principle have been fully met, will find our- 
selves choosing Browning Riley just “the form 
thought expression” appeals and gives pleasure.

This work should always precede the presentation 
the selection. 

The selection such literature will prove en- 
joyable him because its artistic form, and 


which will unconsciously become incentive 
him clothe his own thoughts his best pos- 


sible language.

Those who know the mind of the Holy 
Father declare that he is intent upon carry- 
ing out the idea of his predecessor, Pope 
Leo XIII., as far as the unification of the 
religious orders is concerned, says a Roman 
correspondent to a Catholic exchange. 

Of the great orders of the Church the 
Benedictines and the Franciscans underwent 
a certain degree of unification at the hands 
of the late Pontiff, the Dominicans, Jesuits 
and Servites have always maintained their 
unity, the Augustinians are regaining theirs 
by the gradual extinction of the Recollects, 
and that the Carmellites are to be united 
in the near future is an open secret. But 
does the Holy Father intend to promote a 
further union of the Franciscan families 
on the occasion of the VII. Centenary of 
the foundation of the order? A little time 
will tell. In the meantime it is certain that 
the feast of St. Francis this year will be 
signalized by the publication of a Papal docu- 
ment of great interest and importance for the 
order. Quite recently His Holiness gave an 
audience lasting over an hour and a half to 
Cardinal Vives y Tuto, the Capuchin Cardinal, 
and Father Pacifico da Seggiano, the general 
of the Caupchins, in which the subject of 
the centenary and the coming document 
formed the chief topic of the conversation. 


DECREASE DEBTS RELIGIOUS 
ORDERS. 


For the purpose of remedying the evils 
caused by the increase in cases of religious 


orders contracting debts without prudent 
safeguards, and frequently without permis- 


sion of the superior-general or of the Apos- 
tolic See. Pope Pius X has issued a decree 
embodying the following rules: 

Superiors shall not contract any serious 
debts, or undertake and serious obligations, 
directly or indirectly, orally or otherwise: 


(1) Without the previous consent of 
the general council or of the body of 
definitors; 

(2) Without the previous consent of the 


provisional council or body of definitors, 
and the express permission of the superior- 
general, together with the deliberate vote 
of the general council or body of definitors; 

(3) Without the previous consent of the 
local council of a monastery or house, under 
whatever name it be designated, not placed 
under the rule of any provincial or dis- 
trict superior, and with the express per- 
mission of the superior-general and of his 
general coluncil or body of definitors; 

(4) Without the previous consent of the 
local council in the case of monasteries or 
houses not subject to any general superior, 
but with the permission in writing of the 
ordinary of the place.
